Orange County Register’s coverage of critical issues. 
Take, for example, Register front page colum- 

nist David Whiting’s May 9 story on the newly released, 
alarming surveillance video of the July 5, 2011, gruesome 
demise of Kelly Thomas during an encounter with Ful- 
lerton police. Whiting, who has 
reflexively taken the side of the 
police in all prior columns, begins 
his latest essay by assuring his 
readers that he thinks the video “is 
deeply disturbing.” He reports the 
footage made him “grimace,” even 
conceding that “the video looks and 
sounds really bad for the officers.” 

But because Whiting sees him- 
self as the grown-up in media cir- 
cles, he continues to urge the pub- 
lic to adopt what I’ll call the Vulcan 
approach to the unnecessary killing 
of Thomas. In other words, dear citizenry, please behave 
as though you are the character Spock on Star Trek and 
repress all the emotion—especially if it’s anger—that wells 
up in your soul when you see life savagely taken from an 
unarmed, homeless, 37-year-old man. 

Despite their pleas for caution, Whiting and the Regis- 
ter have found their own anger—and it’s not at what was 
done to Thomas. It’s directed at other news organiza- 
tions, such as “ABC and CBS News,” because, according 
to Whiting, they outrageously labeled the video “Beating 
death of Kelly Thomas.” That innocuous description dur- 
ing broadcasts left him “troubled” because he believes it’s 
not fair to the cops accused of horrific police brutality. 

In Whiting’s world, we can’t know the identity of 
Thomas’ killers for two reasons. First, the coroner didn’t tell 
us. Second, the cops “are presumed innocent until proven 
guilty.” See? Even though we’ve all seen the video, we have 
to wait until other people decide for us what to think. 

“Perhaps to suggest a more neutral term sounds too 
genteel in an age of Twitter rants,” Whiting opined. 

“But we only know from the coroner’s autopsy what [his 
emphasis] killed Thomas—not who [his emphasis] or 
exactly how [his emphasis] he was killed.” 

The Reg scribe needs to get more experience cover- 
ing criminal trials. By its very nature, a coroner’s report 
never concludes who [my emphasis] is the killer. The 
report merely describes the condition of a dead body. 

Yes, boys and girls, officers Manuel Ramos and Jay Cici- 
nelli can’t be considered officially guilty until the crimi- 
nal-justice system slams that label on their foreheads. If 
you graduated from the fifth grade, you know the civics 
lesson. Nevertheless, Whiting has now made the point in 
at least five separate Kelly Thomas columns. According to 
a Nexis check of his work, he’s never issued the same pub- 
lic reminder for non-cop criminal defendants. 

Let’s further explore the notion of innocent until 
proven guilty. It doesn’t just extend to arrested cops, 
does it? Thomas had not been proven guilty of any 
crime—not even jaywalking—when the group of Fuller- 
ton cops acted as judge, jury and executioners. 

Let’s also not lose sight of some ugly key facts. In 
addition to unnecessarily pulverizing Thomas’ face, 
those cops literally beat the shit out of him. As audio 
recordings prove, the officers also repeatedly laughed 
as they stood over their unconscious victim. When the 
paramedics arrived, the cops demanded that their minor

scratches be treated before giving medical assistance to 
the person with the bloody, crushed, dying body. 

Given what I’ve seen covering Orange County juries 
for nearly 17 years, I don’t know if District Attorney 
Tony Rackauckas can convert his passion to win justice 
for Thomas into convictions against Ramos for second- 
degree murder and involuntary manslaughter for Cici- 
nelli. Historically, our neighbors have extended incred- 
ibly generous latitude for police officers to do whatever 
they damn well please, especially if the victim—as in this 
case—is a member of the county’s poor underclass. (If 
you doubt me, Google my name and “David Alex Park.”) 

I also have lingering questions about Rackauckas’ 
decision to not charge a few of the other intensely 
involved officers with at least an excessive-force count. 
The DA’s theory holds Ramos primarily accountable for 
the killing because of the words he uttered at the outset 
of the escalating affair. His fists were prepared to “fuck 
you up,” the cocky cop said before the assault.

Cicinelli’s actions were much worse than Ramos’ 
words. The one-eyed cop repeatedly slammed the butt 
of his Taser into an already-subdued Thomas’ face. The 
excuse here is that officers in California can legally use 
all force necessary to eliminate a physical threat. I’ve 
heard of people being physically afraid of a weapon or a 
fist or a foot, but not a face. 

An audio recording of the killing captured Cicinelli utter- 
ing these words to his colleagues at the scene: “I, I, Iran 
out.... We ran out of options, so I got the end of my Taser 
and I probably .. . I just started smashing his face to hell.” 

Hand me the verdict form. 

The admission—likely delivered while Cicinelli forgot 
police recording devices were active—demonstrates the 
mindset of these cops. Besides causing serious wounds to 
Thomas, the face-smashing had another result. It stopped 
him from continuing to plead for help in hopes that some- 
one civilized might appear on the scene to rescue him. 

Except perhaps over at Register headquarters, we all 
know the answer to this question: At least a half-dozen, 
fully armed, veteran cops—supposedly with extensive 
training in de-escalating situations and subduing peo- 
ple—honestly ran out of options with a relatively petite, 
unarmed, homeless man who didn’t initiate the violence? 

Let’s place a call to the Orange County Sheriff’s 
Regional Training Facility for rookie cops and ask to see 
the textbook chapter on smashing faces to hell. 

That really won’t be necessary, will it? Despite Whit- 
ing’s bootlicking and handwringing and the clever gob- 
bledygook of high-priced defense lawyers, Thomas did 
not die because he fearfully tried to flee violence-hungry 
cops. He prematurely died because some immature offi- 
cers believed they were free to inflict whatever damage 
they wished on a defenseless human being—and that no 
one would hold them accountable for being thugs.

A Riddlebarger 
With Extra Cheesus 


Christ Reformed Church 
in Anaheim takes its 
reforming seriously 


T here’s something to be said for 
churches that tell you what they’re 
all about in their name. 

In recent years, the hipper churches have 
gone for cool-sounding names that one 
could read any meaning into. Indeed, there 
are no shortages of “Journeys,” “Wells” and 
fellowships with numbers in their names. 
River 47—band or church? If you guessed 
the latter, then the OCeeker blesses you. 

Enter Christ Reformed Church in 
Anaheim. The OCeeker recently took in 
some Scripture and sacraments at the 
nearly two-decades-old fellowship on 
Sunkist Street, where he experienced 
the most Jesus-centric service of his seek- 
ing days. Here’s the big “fuck you” deliv- 
ered to inferior churches from its website: 


We fear that many churches today 
have gone the way of the seeker-sensitive 
model, treading too lightly on doctrine, 
abandoning Christ-centered preaching, 
and downplaying or ignoring the sacra- 
ments and church history. Too often these 
gems have been traded for man-centered 
themes of self-love, self-improvement and 
self-absorption. Worship is often reduced 
to entertainment. The gospel becomes too 
offensive or deemed too foolish to appeal 
to the masses, and so it goes unpreached or 
watered-down to become more palatable. 


Yeah, yeah, yeah. They suck. You rule. 
Christ Reformed meets at Anaheim 
Seventh Day Adventist Church, whose 

gray, stucco building is trimmed in blue, 
with simple crosses adorning the property 
here and there. The church belongs to the 
United Reformed Churches in North 
America, tracing its own history through 
the teachings of John Calvin and Martin 
Luther, through Augustine and all the 
way back (naturally) to Jesus himself. 
Claiming legendary preachers such as 
Jonathan Edwards and Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon for their own, the Reformed 
today are known less for reaching the lost 
and more for assholic attempts to con- 
vert other Christians to their theological 
views, namely, that salvation is solely at 
the discretion of God’s sovereign decree. 
That’s fancy talk for God picks whom He 
wants to spend eternity with, and you 
have nothing to do with it, loser. 

The good news is a lot of them drink beer. 
At Christ Reformed, the mixed-multi- 
tude of Anglos, Latinos and Asians dressed 

all casual-like for the most part, with 
elders easily spotted in their suits. Dr. Kim 
Riddlebarger, the church’s senior pastor, 
donned a gray robe with black trim and 
two gold crosses on the front. 

With with a mostly bald head and white 
mustache, Riddlebarger was the center 


of attention as he read Scripture from the 
Old and New testaments and recited the 
Lord’s Prayer, with confession, prayers, a 
baptism of infants and a sermon to boot. 
Infant baptism remains a controver- 
sial practice that some saints believe 
makes the Reformed churches kinda 
fishy because baptism should be a choice. 
With two tykes waiting for the water, 
Riddlebarger, 
per the script, 
asked us if we 
promised to 
pray for them 
and encour- 
age them in 
the fellowship 
of believers. 
The OCeeker, 
who had 
accidentally wandered into the parents- 
with-small-kids pews, was wearied by the 
whippersnappers, and was in no mood to 
lift up the little ones to the Lord. Small fry 
with the god-awful crayon drawings you 
kept showing the OCeeker: stick to math. 
Riddlebarger preached on Psalm 23. A 
technically sound sermon from a solid Bible 
teacher (in his writings, Riddlebarger has 
eviscerated the end-times lunacy espoused 
by Calvary Chapel and others), by the time 
the message hit, the OCeeker was worn out 
from the robo-recital of Bible verses and 
prayer. Still, he managed to bring lofty doc- 
trine down to real life, as he spoke of trusting 
God in difficult days: “He often takes us in a 
surprising direction by placing a trust in him. 
Whilst we are being led by our shepherd 
to the pasture, we discover that the right 
path down which the shepherd is leading 
us might take us to that place we dread the 
most. Even though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil.” 
The OCeeker gave the sermon four out 
of five crosses. Devoid of the trite “God 
showed me” insights from the typical Amer- 
ican pastor, more practical preaching would 
have made the message more meaningful. 
Then it was time for the world’s longest 
communion. The elders each dismissed 
the pews one by one, so that each sec- 
tion of saints gathered up front to drink 
the Jesus juice and snack on a holy 
cracker. This took an inordinate amount 
of time, redeemed only by the fact that 
the OCeeker got to spend more moments 
next to a lovely brunette. She had her kids 
in tow, but no husband around, and the 
OCeeker joined them for the walk up to 
the communion elements, sorely tempted 
to place his manly hand on the small of her 
back and pretend, if for a fleeting moment, 
that the family was his own. Oh, holy day! 
Not a lot of hot singles there, though.

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ony Bushala first met Manuel 

Ramos more than 20 years 

ago when Bushala played 

drums with Teatro Cometa,a _y 

theater group that performed 
bilingual one-act plays in Fullerton in the 

» late 1980s and early ’90s. Ramos, who 

- was about 10, was the son of one of the 
actresses; his uncle, Bushala’s best friend 
at the time, directed the troupe. Occa- 
sionally, Ramos would sit quietly in the 
audience and watch rehearsals. 
Bushala, now 53 and a millionaire 
' many times over, eventually moved on 

from drumming to managing his father’s 
extensive properties in Fullerton and 
elsewhere, becoming a real-estate devel- 
oper and a vocal opponent of city govern- 
ment. In 2006, Bushala was riding his 
bicycle when he bumped into Ramos, 
who was now a hulking, overweight guy 
in his mid-30s, dressed in the uniform of 
the Fullerton Police Department. 


Ramos was sitting in the driver’s seat 
of his patrol car, which was parked ina 
lot near Highland Avenue, just north of 
downtown. Bushala approached the driv- 
er’s-side window and introduced himself. 
Though Ramos recognized Bushala, he 
didn’t seem particularly friendly. Without 
so much as shifting in his seat or stretch- 
ing his mouth into a smile, he simply 
extended his hand. 

“T don’t know if he was being a dick so 
much as he was just being a little lazy to 
not get out of the car,” recalls Bushala. 
“You see somebody you know, you stand 
up and shake their hand.” 

' Bushala quickly forgot the perceived 
slight and didn’t think about Ramos 
again until early August 2011. On the 
evening of July 5, Fullerton cops had 
confronted Kelly Thomas, an unarmed 
homeless man who suffered from 
schizophrenia. Because Thomas didn’t 
immediately comply with their com- 
mands, the officers Tased him repeat- 
edly and beat him so badly he suffered 
a smashed cheek bone, a shattered nose 

_and broken ribs. The first media out- 
let to publish a graphic photograph of 
Thomas in the hospital was Friends for 
Fullerton’s Future (fullertonsfuture.org), 
a rollicking political blog that Bushala 


— 


_ founded four years ago. The image of 


Thomas’ lifeless, unrecognizably swol- 
len face, half-hidden behind breath- 


ing tubes, would quickly be broadcast 
around the world. It had been taken by 
Thomas’ father, Ron, a retired Orange 
County sheriff’s deputy, just hours after 
the beating. His son was taken off life 
support on July 10. 

Now, a month after the beating, 
Bushala was about to break another 
major story by giving the world the 
names of the six officers involved in the 
incident. Among them was Ramos, who 
had sparked the lethal confrontation by 
menacing Thomas, standing over him as 
he donned a pair of latex gloves, threat- 
eningly telling him, “These fists are ready 
to fuck you up.” 

Bushala says he took no pleasure in 
realizing Ramos’ role in the beating. “His 
mother is my friend,” he says. “I still 
like her. It was sad to know that it was 
Manny who was one of the cops who 
started the fight.” 

In the wake of the alleged murder, Ful-

lerton police officials sought to downplay 
Thomas’ death, suggesting (wrongly, as it 
turned out) that the victim had actually 
injured his attackers. Worse—to Bushala, 
at least—was the fact Fullerton’s elected 
leaders seemed unconcerned. Through 
Bushala’s determination to publicize the 
killing and name those responsible, Kelly 
Thomas’ brutal death has become a foun- 
tain of universal outrage that has united 
everyone from left-wing Occupy activists 
to John and Ken radio-show fans in calls 
for justice. 

Ron Thomas gave Bushala permission 
to publish the gruesome photograph. “I 
wanted people to know what was done to 
my son,” Thomas says. “Tony convinced 
me it would definitely get out there. I had 
no idea it would go worldwide.” 

It might seem unlikely for a hyper- 
local blog such as Bushala’s to break a 
nationwide story. But if anyone in Fuller- 

‘ ton could be expected to take on such a 
' story, it would be him. By the time Ramos 
and his partners assaulted Thomas, 
Bushala had already developed a reputa- 
tion as a rabble-rouser whose revulsion 
for certain prominent local officials knew 
no bounds. 

Bushala blames complacent city offi- 
cials for allowing such abuses to hap- 
pen. He is now almost-single-handedly 
financing an expensive recall effort 
aimed at the Fullerton City Council that 


has gathered nearly 18,000 signatures, 
well more than the 10,552 required by 
law. The recall election, which will be 
held concurrently with the statewide 
primary on June 5, will see 13 candi- 
dates, including Friends for Fullerton’s 
Future bloggers Travis Kiger and Greg 
Seborn, vying for three possible seats on 
the council. 

Bushala’s critics call him a bully who 
used his substantial financial resources 
to fund narrow political attacks against 
his enemies. “If you’re willing to spend 
the money, you can qualify almost any- 
thing for a ballot,” says Larry Bennett, 
chairman of Protect Fullerton-Recall NO, 
which has made Bushala the central issue 
of its platform. 

“Bushala will stop at nothing to win,” 
says the group’s website. “He’s even used 
the tragic death of the homeless transient 
Kelly Thomas to advance his radical 
agenda of legalizing marijuana and dis- 
banding the Fullerton Police Department.” 

An unabashed libertarian, Bushala 
doesn’t deny his support for allowing 
ailing Californians to smoke marijuana, 
which has been legal in the state since 
1996, nor does he deny his deep pockets 
have allowed him to have a strong voice 
in his community. 

“The blog is just a beacon to shine a 
light on people,” he says. “The message is 
clear: We elected to you to represent the 
city of Fullerton. Not the police union, 
not the fire union. Unfortunately, it took 
the death of an unarmed man to wake 
people up.” 


BUSHALA IS LEANING forward 

over a long, picnic-style table in the 

rear of Stubrik’s Steak House & Bar in 
downtown Fullerton, just a block from 

where the Thomas beating took place. 

The bar is filled with customers, and 

Bushala, who’s drinking beer and eat- 

ing steak, has to cup his hand over his 

ear to hear above the din. His cherubic 

face is sprinkled with salt-and-pepper 

whiskers. Dressed in a Dickie’s-style 

worker’s jacket and a plaid flannel shirt, ——~ 
he doesn’t resemble someone whose net 
worth, which he refuses to divulge, is 
seven figures. 

Born in Fullerton in 1958, Bushala 
attended Troy High School, where he 
excelled in sports, notably football, set- 
ting a record for most yards rushed in 
a season his senior year. He also played 
for Fullerton College; there, he was an 
all-conference running back in 1979. 
“Td never go down by an arm tackle,” 
he boasts.

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Despite his family’s fortune, Bushala 
spent countless hours washing dishes and 
busing tables in his father’s restaurant, 
Orangefair, now a Tony Roma’s, and pro- 
vided minimum-wage grunt work—every- 
thing from cleaning toilets to painting 
walls—at his father’s various properties. 

After graduating from Cal State Ful- 
lerton, he went into teaching and coached 
the track team at Sunny Hills High 
School. Bushala married in 1993, and he 
and his wife moved into a modern, two- 
story house in a nice suburban neighbor- 
hood near Coyote Hills, where they raised 
three sons, who are now in their teens 
and early 20s. After separating from his 
wife in 2009, Bushala moved into a small 
Spanish Revival home in a working-class 
area claimed by the city’s oldest gang, 
Fullerton Tokers Town. The house boasts 
a large back yard, complete with citrus 
trees and a chicken coop. 

Until last year, Bushala also owned a 
sprawling swath of vacant land that he had 
purchased years earlier from the Union 
Pacific Railway. Using eminent domain, 
the Orange County Transit Authority 
(OCTA) seized the 8-acre property to 
make way for an extension of the Orange 


Line; Bushala walked away with $3.5 
million from the deal. He also owns a 
two-story brick building just south of 
Commonwealth Avenue that he uses for 
his office; it is full of memorabilia from his 
father’s restaurant, including a giant fiber- 
glass fish, filing cabinets, computers and 
drafting tables. 

Another building Bushala owns houses 
the Maverick Theater, an Art Deco-style 
venue for offbeat stage productions such 
as Night of the Living Dead and Santa 
Claus Conquers the Martians. After din- 
ner at Stubrik’s, Bushala steps inside and 
walks past the ticket booth, eliciting nods 
and smiles from passing crew members. 
From backstage, he gently parts a curtain 
to reveal a cast of actors in medieval garb 
who are running through a dress rehearsal 
of The Legend of Robin Hood. 

Given Bushala’s extensive landholdings 
in Fullerton, it’s no surprise that, over 
the years, he sought to build alliances 
with local politicians who might be able 
to help him cut through red tape at City 
Hall. “I was the guy who used to show up 
at cocktail parties with a $1,000 check,” 
Bushala says. 

He soon learned that money can’t buy 
you love. Bushala became convinced the 
City Council was dominated by bureau- 
crats with no vision, such as Dick Jones,

the council member who was mayor when 
Thomas died. 

In 2007, a developer friend seeking 
to adapt a vacant mustard factory into 
residential housing had gone before the 
council with a set of plans. “The architect 
hired was a well-known architect for 
adaptive reuse projects,” Bushala says. 
“Dick Jones looked at it and didn’t like 
the design. Because he’s a plastic surgeon, 
he said he knows what looks good. After 
that, I’m like, ‘Oh, my God, there’s no way 
in hell I’m going to sit and watch this guy 
get re-elected.” 

Instead, Bushala started Friends for 
Fullerton’s Future, allowing him and his 
friends to post their concerns about city 
government, typically under pseudonyms, 
often about the most arcane topics: traffic 
cameras, water taxes, redevelopment poli- 
cies. One of the first posts that went live 
on Oct. 24, 2008, featured a six-minute 
YouTube video showing Jones speaking 
at various meetings over the span of a 
year. In the first part of the clip, titled “Dr. 
Jones and His Monster,” the councilman is 
blasting downtown club owners for their 
unruly clientele. By the end of the video, 
the flip-flopping Jones is urging the coun- 
cil to subsidize the same businesses with 
taxpayer money. 

Blogger Travis Kiger, 32, a friend of 
Bushala who later became instrumental 
in Friends for Fullerton’s Future’s exposé 
of the Thomas beating, remembers see- 
ing Bushala at a council meeting in 2008. 
“I saw him go up to the front, and he was 
calling something a boondoggle,” Kiger 
says. “I said to myself, ‘I like this guy.” 

Besides Jones, one of the blog’s early tar- 
gets was Dick Ackerman, a former Fullerton 
mayor and California state legislator who 
left office in 2008. Ackerman found himself 
caught in Bushala’s cross-hairs in 2009 
when his wife, Linda, unsuccessfully ran 
for state Assembly. The blog accused Acker- 
man, who lived in Irvine, of falsely claiming 
to rent a Fullerton home and subsequently 
changed their surname to “Hackerman.”

Bushala kept the heat on when Acker- 
man was investigated by Orange County 
District Attorney Tony Rackauckas for 
alleged illegal lobbying of state legisla- 
tors during California’s proposed sale of 
the OC Fairgrounds. Freshly termed out 
of office, Ackerman had taken a position 
on the Fair’s Board of Directors. State law 
barred him from lobbying legislators for 
one year after leaving office. 

Although the DA cleared Ackerman of 
any wrongdoing, saying “his contact was 
not with state legislators,” online investi- 
gative-news agency Voice of OC obtained 
detailed billing records several months 
later clearly showing Ackerman had 
had conversations with legislators from 
Orange County days before they voted to 
sell the state-owned fairgrounds. Multiple 
requests for an interview with Ackerman 
for this story went unanswered. 


ON JULY 11, 2011, Bushala strolled 
across the railroad tracks from his office 
on Walnut Street to the Fullerton Trans- 
portation Center, the mammoth metal- 
and-brick stop where Thomas had been 
beaten the previous week. Just a day ear- 
lier, doctors had taken the homeless man 
off life support. Bushala figured he might 
be able to find someone, perhaps even 
an eyewitness whom he might interview. 
Standing in front of the Slidebar Rock & 
Roll Kitchen, just next to the transporta- 
tion center, was Ron Thomas, who was 
putting up fliers asking witnesses to 
come forward. 

Bushala recognized Ron from news 
footage and introduced himself. 

“Are you the guy who put the video of 
the city camera that caught the beating 
online?” Ron reportedly asked Bushala. 

Bushala had posted the video three 
days earlier, with narration suggesting the 
camera might have captured the beating 
on tape. 

“Here’s this guy who’s filming the city 
camera,” Thomas recalls. “And he’s trying

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to explain they have this clear view, and 
I’m thinking, ‘I’ve gotta find this guy.” 

Seizing the opportunity, Thomas 
showed him a cell-phone image of his son 
in a hospital bed, connected to tubes, his 
swollen face resting on a bloodstained 
pillow. Bushala asked for a copy. Thomas 
agreed to think it over. 

“He tried to explain to me about 
blogging,” Thomas says. “I said, ‘You 
know what? I’m in my 50s. I don’t know 
about blogging.’” 

Bushala says he explained the impor- 
tance of the photo. “It was evidence of 
what they did to his son,” he says. “The 
only way people are going to understand 
and realize the severity of the beatdown 
his son got from Fullerton police was to 
give me that photo.” 

Thomas eventually gave Bushala the 
image, which he posted on July 28, scoop- 
ing media outlets from The Orange County 
Register to Britain’s Daily Mail in the 
process. “Once we published the photo, 
it went viral,” says Bushala. “That’s when 
the light started shining on the event in 
Fullerton. I think that was one of the key 
elements to getting six cops off the street.” 

Indeed, publishing the photo seems to 
have motivated certain people within the 
Fullerton Police Department to leak to 
Bushala the identities of the officers who 
had beaten Thomas. “People inside the 
police department started calling anony- 
mously, pointing us in the right direction,” 
says Kiger. “That alone shows where the 
culture deep inside the police department 
has gone wrong. Even inside, people are 
sick of what’s happening.” 

On July 23, Friends for Fullerton’s 
Future posted a cell-phone video taken 
by a bystander that showed several cops 
standing over Thomas. The static buzz 
of the Taser is clearly audible in the tape, 
which, chillingly, ends with Thomas 
repeatedly moaning, “Dad! Dad!” 

On Aug. 4, Bushala again scooped both 
the local and national mainstream media 
by revealing the identities of five of the 
six officers involved: Ramos, Jay Cicinelli, 
Kenton Hampton, Joseph Wolfe and 
James Blatney. Then, on Sept. 5, Friends 
for Fullerton’s Future published photo- 
graphs taken by a witness to the Thomas 
beating. The series of images, though 
blurry, clearly show light reflecting in a 
pool of blood at the feet of several officers. 

Kiger, one of the most prolific bloggers 
on the Thomas story, recounts Bushala’s 
tenacity in the days following the beating. 
“He was just out there all the time, trying 
to find out what happened,” Kiger says. 
“At the time, the police had done a bunch 
of press releases saying, ‘There’s nothing 
to see here.’ He knew there was more to 
the story. Obviously, we weren’t going 
to get to the bottom of it reading police 
press releases.” 

Councilwoman Sharon Quirk-Silva 
publicly extended her condolences to the 
Thomas family, and Councilman Bruce 
Whitaker appeared on several webcasts 
and suggested the possibility of a cover- 
up. “The primary source [of information] 
for me was the [Friends for Fullerton’s 
Future] blog,” says Whitaker. “I think 
Tony’s somebody who resents falsehood 
being promulgated, and he’s seen where 


traditional media is falling short. He’s like 
many entrepreneurs that get drawn into 
something different; he thought, ‘Hey, I 
can do this better.” 

Unlike Whitaker, however, Councilman 
Pat McKinley, Fullerton’s former police 
chief, remained largely mum about the 
event, except when defending the offi- 
cers involved or denying the department 
had a history of excessive force, despite 
overwhelming evidence to the contrary 
(see Marisa Gerber’s “Bullies In Blue,” 
Nov. 24, 2011). Councilmen Don Bankhead 
(another former Fullerton officer) and 
Jones took similar positions from the dais. 
“They failed to lead Fullerton out of what 
was a crisis,” says Bushala. 

Bushala wasn’t alone in his frustra- 
tion with McKinley, Bankhead and Jones. 
“McKinley, being a police chief for 16 years, 
knew exactly what was going on,” says Ron 
Thomas, who also recounts a meeting he 
had with Jones immediately after his son’s 
death. When he asked Jones for answers 
about what happened to Kelly, Thomas 
says Jones looked at him and said, “I have 
no clue what the police department does.” 

Adds Thomas, “If there were a city 
government and a mayor that cared, these 
officers wouldn’t have been on the street. 
These three guys never cared.” 

The first major protest against the city’s 
police and elected leaders took place on 
July 30; gathered across the street from 
the police station were about 250 people, a 
cross-section of society armed with signs 
reading, “Serve and Protect Not Beat and 
Neglect” and, “Lock ‘em up for Murder.” 
They were joined by almost all of Southern 
California’s television and radio stations, 
finally covering what Friends for Fuller- 
ton’s Future had been reporting for weeks. 

The weekly protests and Friends for 
Fullerton’s Future’s ceaseless cover- 
age produced results. On Aug. 11, 2011, 
Michael Sellers, then Fullerton’s chief 
of police, retreated from the spotlight, 
claiming unspecified health problems; he 
retired on Feb. 18. 

But the biggest bombshell came on Sept. 
21, 2011, when Rackauckas filed homicide 
charges against Ramos, whom he charged 
with involuntarily manslaughter second- 
degree murder, and Cicinelli, for involun- 
tary manslaughter and excessive force. 

By then, however, Bushala had 
already moved from posting updates to 
the Thomas beating story to laying the 
groundwork for what quickly became a 
mission to unseat the majority of the five- 
member City Council. On the same day 
Sellers took his medical leave, Bushala 
filed paperwork creating the Committee 
Supporting the Recall of Pat McKinley, 
Don Bankhead and F. Richard “Dick” 
Jones. Publicly available campaign state- 
ments show Bushala and his older brother 
George have contributed $168,422 of their 
money to finance the effort. 

On Aug. 19, just eight days after 
Bushala’s recall effort went public, a 
group of law-enforcement unions—the 
Fullerton Police Officers Association, 
the Riverside Police Association, the 
Peace Officers Research Association and 
the Southern California Alliance of Law 
Enforcement—joined forces to fight the 
new committee. The group provided 
tens of thousands of dollars to fund the 
Protect Fullerton-Recall NO committee, 
which was formed by one of Bushala’s

favorite blogging targets, Ackerman, as 
well as Larry Bennett, a Fullerton plan- 
ning commissioner. 

Bennett claims Bushala is using the 
recall effort to advance his own narrow 
political interests as a would-be king- 
maker. “Somebody who wants to spend 
that kind of money wants some quid pro 
quo in return, I believe,” Bennett says. 
“He has a history of crossing swords 
with the city. He has a lot of property in 
town; there are code-enforcement issues 
that have been levied against the various 
properties. I think that part of it might 
be just to eliminate any hassle he might 
have from city staff moving forward.” 

“He’s making things up,” responds 
Bushala. “They’ve filed several complaints 
with the [California Fair Political Practices 
Commission]; I have hid absolutely noth- 
ing of my finances and timely filed all my 
paperwork.” Bushala’s voice increases in 
volume as he speaks. “He’s made every 
claim in the world. Every time I write a 
check or do any political-action commit- 
tee, it’s all documented. He’s trying to say 
I’m misleading people; he’s full of it. He’s 
full of himself.” 

On its website, the anti-recall cam- 
paign implies Bushala fleeced taxpayers 
thanks to the settlement he received 
from OCTA. Bushala points out that 
Ackerman represents the development 
firm St. Anton Partners, which, along 
with several other firms, applied for a 
subsidy from the redevelopment agency 
to develop a project in Fullerton’s SOCO 
district. A city committee ranked St. 
Anton’s project as sixth based on specific 
criteria, including availability of low- 
income housing. 

“When it went to the City Council for a 
vote, [St. Anton Partners] got awarded $9.5 
million,” Bushala says. “So they went from 
sixth place to first, basically. I believe that 
happened because of the pressure with the 
recall, and Dick Ackerman has supported 
the three who are being recalled during 
their elections.” 

Bennett defends the council’s deci- 
sion to award the contract to St. Anton 
Partners, saying the initial ranking didn’t 
properly weight the financial return on 
the investment. He claims that prior to the 
vote, a newly hired city manager re-evalu- 
ated the project’s ranking. “So when they 
all came back and that [new] weighting 
was applied, the one unit that Dick Acker- 
man was pushing went up the list because 
you were getting a lot more units for a lot 
less subsidy,” he says. 

Bushala’s supporters, including Whita- 
ker, say his critics are misinformed. 
“Tony’s foremost detractors seldom deal 
with facts when trying to be critical of his 
efforts,” he says. “They attempt to vilify 
him in an emotional way. And I think 
that’s a litmus test.” 


ON AN UNSEASONABLY hot afternoon, 
Bushala is walking through the transpor- 
tation center. He stops by the Fullerton 
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train station, a beige, Santa Fe-style build- 
ing bisected by a breezeway that Bushala 
says he has spent nearly $491,000 faith- 
fully restoring; $40,000 went to the city 
upfront to put the building on the National 
Register of Historic Places. The station 
houses a coffee shop run by his sister, as 
well as an office run by the attorney whose 
discarded junk mail was found in Thomas’ 
backpack the night he was beaten. The 
building is just 100 yards south from the 
site of the beating. 

Tony approaches the makeshift memo- 
rial adjacent to the infamous gutter; a 
streetlight blooms with potted flowers 
and is wrapped with strands of Christmas 
lights. There, he encounters a skinny tran- 
sient who goes by the name Scooterman. 
Clad in a yellow T-shirt, jeans and a floppy 
fisherman’s hat, the man says he knew 
Thomas as “Caveman”—because of his 
wooly appearance. 

Describing the night of the beating, 
Scooterman says he saw officer Cicinelli 
arrive on the scene and calmly walk past 
officer Ramos, who was holding Thomas 
down. He believes Cicinelli intentionally 
positioned himself between a nearby cam- 
era and Thomas before he began bashing 
the schizophrenic man repeatedly in the 
head with his Taser. 

“Cicinelli started doing his craftsman- 
ship,” Scooterman recalls. “What he was 
doing was so outlandish. I was saying 
‘What’s going on? He’s not even resisting. 

Suddenly, a transient named Piso Flores 
approaches and interrupts the conversation. 

“You know this guy?” he asks, pointing 
to the memorial. “Keep up the good work.” 

Flores grabs one of the potted flowers 
and asks if he can take it. 

Scooterman shakes his head. “It was 
brought by the family,” he responds. “But 
I’m not going to say you can’t take it” 

Flores begins to walk away with the flower. 

“Nah, man, put it back,” Bushala barks. 

The transient turns, and the two stare 
each other down. rT)

“Put it back,” Bushala repeats. “It’s 
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ble, then Scooterman quickly gets between 
them and tells Bushala not to worry about 
it. “That guy is known to cause trouble,” 
he says. 

Bushala watches Flores leave with 
the plant. He shakes his head, then 
starts to laugh. A Fullerton police 
cruiser rolls through the parking lot 
of the nearby train station. Scooter- 
man eyes the car warily. The officer 
stops to make contact with a couple of 
men sleeping beside the platform. The 
police leave without incident. 

“These cops are a lot more mild- 
mannered,” Scooterman says. “They drive 
slower; they look calm. It’s completely 
different. It’s easier to be yourself. Before 
Kelly Thomas, we were scared.”

Le Mexique 


Danny Godinez’s second Anepalco’s Café serves Mexican meals in the French style

and the Playground’s Jason Quinn, 

Danny Godinez cut his teeth and 
proved his chops during stints at the 
most expensive and uppity restaurants 
in the county, including Michael Mina’s 
Stonehill Tavern and Charlie Palmer. He 
lists Thomas Keller’s and Ferran Adria’s 
cookbooks as essentials. And when we 
asked him where he sees himself in five 
years, he answered, “Working hard to 
earn a three-star Michelin.” 

You shouldn’t be surprised, then, that 
Godinez makes crépes as well as enchi- 
ladas; puts a croque monsieur alongside 
acarnitas sandwich; and dares to utter 
“beurre blanc” in the same breath as “pico 
de gallo.” Godinez’s original Anepalco’s 
Café in Orange has become the place to 
taste the food of a chef who has one toe 
in French culinary traditions and a whole 
foot in his family’s Mexico City kitchen. 

He recently opened a second Anepal- 
co’s inside the Ayres Inn, across from the 
UC Irvine Medical Center. The words 
“Le Mexique French Cuisine” are the 
subtitle on a sign that features a silhou- 
ette of the Eiffel Tower acting as the “A” 
in Anepalco’s. But the Mexican dishes 
aren’t any way less Mexican. Godinez still 
offers chilaquiles, the homey breakfast 
usually whipped up from last night’s left- 
over tortilla chips, here with a modernist 
twist. He sculpts his near-pulverized 
mass of masa into a compact cylinder 
not unlike the expensive tuna tartares 
that Godinez admits were an inspiration. 
Once you get past the irony of the presen- 
tation, you’re mesmerized by the spicy 
moat that surrounds it. The dark, thick 
sauce is a secret seven-chile blend har-

boring smoky, sweet and complex flavors 
of all the species of capsicum that went 
into it. Everything from the muted crispi- 
ness of the chilaquiles to the folds of a 
perfectly cooked egg to the cooling touch 
of crema takes on deeper resonance and 
depth when combined with spoonfuls 

of the stuff. And you'll eat every speck— 
eventual heartburn be damned. 

More of this wonder can be had in the 
huevos divorciados, the traditional two- 
toned dish of fried eggs, bacon and ham 
riding a corn tortilla flotilla. A whole cup 
and a half of red sauce engulfs one side of 
the plate, while the other side is drowned 
in a green-chile salsa. The green sauce 
sings with the high trill of Mariah Carey; 
the other rumbles with the low, sultry 
bass of Barry White. If your constitution 
is used to something milder for breakfast, 
I suggest the Spanish tortillas, employing 
beaten eggs spread out onto an omelet 
as thin as acompact disc. The tortilla de 
pollo—topped with bright splotches of 
pesto, artichoke, chicken and cheese—is 
also wonderful and can be had at both 
Anepalco’s locations. 

Be aware that only the Ayres Inn 
branch offers dinner. And it’s with 
this menu that Godinez starts to really 
crack his knuckles and show you that 
Mexi-French cuisine isn’t monopolized 
by Richard Sandoval’s Raya at the Ritz. 
Baguettes are served with guajillo chile 
butter, and dessert is from a roster of 
crepes that, of course, includes one with 
Nutella and banana. The best dish has 
to be a pan-sautéed tilapia; Godinez 
turns a bargain fish into something as 
delicate as seabass. Everything you 
require from a French restaurant fish 


dish is present, from the coveted crispy 
sear of the flesh to a silken potato purée 
to a lick-the-plate good serrano beurre 
blanc an accomplished saucier would 
sell his soul to produce. 

The second-best dish features a 
strongly flavored brown paste of chiles 
and spices coating a well-cooked pork 
tenderloin. The pig steak is done al pas- 
tor-style, sitting in a pineapple purée that 
winks at the classic combo of applesauce 
and pork chop. But a few other dishes 
still need time to mature. One night, the 
huarache was inedible, the dough tougher 
to chew than an actual sandal. The huit- 
lacoche burger, which is still better than 
a lot of burgers out there, falters slightly 
only because Godinez seems afraid diners 
will actually taste the huitlacoche aioli. 
And although it has perfectly cooked scal- 
lops topped with coins of chorizo and an 
orange-hued sauce that harbors the burn 
of the sausage, the polenta base for the 
callo de hacha was lukewarm. 

These are minor complaints, though. 
It’s already well on its way to being the 
best new restaurant in OC. Heck, it’s 
already the best restaurant in a hotel not 
near the ocean. No dish costs more than 
$16, and the wait staff is overly attentive. 
Plus, during Sunday brunching hours, 
parking is less frustrating here than at 
the original Anepalco’s, which gives you 
more time to ponder what vintage of 
wine goes best with chilaquiles.

“Longanisa!” she snapped, muffling her 
derisive snort. 

“That's right—longsilog is a breakfast,” 
| gamely responded, following with a slew 
of other members of the genre to appear 
legit—tosilog, daingsilog, adosilog and oth- 
ers. She wouldn't have it. 

“What do you want?” she asked, 
annoyed. The décor was sparse—stark 
pictures of meals, washed out by the flash; 

a television; a glass case holding a boxing 
glove autographed by Filipino legend Manny 
Pacquiao as if it were a holy relic. The menu 
options were limited—the one-item combo, 
or two, with about eight choices from the 
buffet for this off-hour between the lunch 
and dinner rushes. 

“The longanisa and the pancit,” | said. 

Now it was her turn to be impressed. 
“You know pancit?” 

Of course | did, along with most of the 
other treasures of Filiipino food, which I'll 
always maintain is the most criminally unap- 
preciated cuisine in Orange County. She 
served up two scoops of garlic-tinged fried 
rice; three fat, glistening longanisas; and 
a mound of pancit noodles in a Styrofoam 
to-go plate before asking if | was dining in or 
out.

“You 
know about banana sauce?” she gasped. 

Of course. She offered a complimentary 
bowl of chicken sinigang, the tamarind- 
based sour soup, and recommended | drink 
calamansi juice, which is derived from a 
citrus fruit whose flavor profile is some- 
where between a navel orange and a mild 
lime. | devoured everything in minutes—a 
Pinoy party worthy of many visits. As | got 
up to pay, | asked the counter lady if she 
had any halo-halo, the legendary Filipino 
take on shaved ice. 

“Not until a couple of weeks, when it's 
hotter,” she replied, smiling for the first 
time. “You come back for that, okay?” 

Damn straight.

Necks on Earth 


Winning by a neck at Kentucky Fried Buches 


T he first time I saw buches—more 
properly known as pescuezos de 
pollo—was at the late, lamented 
Breed Street vendor fair in Boyle Heights, 
but I started noticing more and more 
trucks and stores selling them through- 
out East Los Angeles, Boyle Heights and 
Huntington Park. Fortunately, before I 
tried any of the imitators, I went straight 
to the source. 

I’m sure it wasn’t a tijuanense who first 
decided to deep-fry a neck, but it cer- 
tainly was a Tijuana native who opened 
the first store dedicated to them. To love 
buches—to truly love buches—you have to 
go to their spiritual home, which means 
spending some quality time in Tijuana’s 
lovely red-light district, the Zona Norte, 
just two blocks from the imposing 
palisade that separates Mexico from the 
United States. There, you'll find the two- 
blocks-from-copyright-infringement 
Kentucky Fried Buches, a long, narrow, 
harshly lit temple to fried chicken necks. 
Nearest the door is a 5-foot-long tank full 
of chicken necks frying in chicken fat. 
There’s a long counter with a bucket of 
salsa and some tortillas and plates, as well 
as tables with salt, napkins and tooth- 
picks. It’s bare bones, but you’re here to 
eat. An order of five buches with tortillas 
and salsa costs 35 pesos (about $2.70) and 
is served at lightning-quick speed. 

Buches are shot through with bones that 
don’t come neatly apart. Do you flirt with 
blistered fingers and attempt to shred the 
skin and what little meat there is into torti- 
llas, or do you eat caveman-style, stripping 
the skin off the neck with your teeth, and

then sucking? I always start out trying to 
pick the necks into the tortillas, but after 
one or two, I get frustrated and resort to 
the latter, dragging the neck through the 
salsa, then engaging in a display of table 
manners far removed from my raising. 

All thoughts of table manners disappear 
as soon as the first bite is taken. The buches 
manage to concentrate everything that is 
good about fried chicken into a tiny pack- 
age. Though each buche contains maybe an 
ounce or ounce and a half of meat, they’re 
more satisfying than an entire bucket of 
that other fried chicken. The grease that 
runs off the skin infuses the entire tortilla 
with chicken flavor. The salsa, a tomato-y 
glop that resembles the chip dip served in 
Mexican-American restaurants (in looks, 
if not in flavor), is essential: the acid cuts 
through the grease, the chile causes the 
taste to spread in your mouth, and the 
tomatoes add a slight sweetness. 

I’ve tried several of the imitators in 
Los Angeles, but after you’ve had just 
one bite of a real Kentucky Fried Buche, 
you’ll find your thoughts drifting to the 
Zona Norte and wondering how long 
before you can sneak back away from 
Revolucion for a quick fix. From a May 3 
Stick a Fork In It post.

La Puerta Negra Tequila 


C inco de Mayo kicks off summer party season, when you have 50 people com- 
ing over for margaritas, chips and guacamole, and you're not going to use the 
$30-per-bottle tequila. It'll bust the party budget quick. 

Don't resort to Cuervo Gold, though. It might be $7 per fifth, but it’s only 51 per- 
cent agave, which leaves open the question of what the other 49 percent might 
be. (We have our theories, but we won't put them in print.) Any college student 
can tell you that drinking sweetened, adulterated tequila is the quickest way to 
spend Seis de Mayo with the world’s most agonizing hangover. 

Instead, splurge just a little and spend $14 on La Puerta Negra, which is 
notnamed after Los Tigres del Norte’s classic song. 


THE DRINK 
Destileria Santa Lucia makes a bunch of low-end /icores de tequilas— 


alcohol with so little agave it can't legally be called tequila—and a dozen 
private labels, including one that comes in a can. (Any Canadian readers 
want to send us a can of La Gavilana?) La Puerta Negra, though, is pure, 
100 percent agave, and it’s the best value in tequila. It's also great in 
margaritas, which, while traditionally made with tequila blanco (unaged 
tequila), are better when reposado is used. 
Start with a real margarita before you go for the bottle ofneon-green =| 
mix and the blender: shake together 2 ounces of La Puerta Negra tequila 
reposado, 1 ounce of orange liqueur (Cointreau, triple sec, curacao, Grand 
Marnier or Gran Gala) and 1 ounce of freshly squeezed lime juice. Taste anienmeies ta nen 
it; if it's too sour, add a bit of simple syrup and re-shake briefly. Strain and =

Sucking the Blood 


Out of Pop Culture Past 


significant portion of Tim Bur- 
A ton’s output over the past decade 

has been concerned with slip- 
ping the “Burton treatment” to suscep- 
tible texts: Roald Dahl’s Charlie and the 
Chocolate Factory, Stephen Sondheim’s 
Sweeney Todd, Lewis Carroll’s Alice’s 
Adventures in Wonderland—and now, 
Dark Shadows. 

A supernaturally themed, daily, day- 
time soap, Dark Shadows aired on ABC 
from 1966 to 1971, ruling the after-school 
time slot. Its story revolved around the 
family life of vampire Barnabas Collins, a 
figure of purposeful, aristocratic bearing 
and seductive decadence played by Jona- 
than Frid, who died just weeks before 
the premiere of Burton’s film. Shot one- 
take live-to-tape, with all the attendant 
imperfections of blown lines, wobbling 
candelabras and uncooperative stage 
doors, the show can be reduced to camp, 
merely the sum of its shoddy elements— 
but it also provided a generation of 
young Americans a glamorously gloomy 
antidote to the mainstream televised 
entertainment of the day, personified by 
Love, American Style and the Carpenters. 

Burton standby Johnny Depp fills the 
Barnabas role in this new film version, 
which begins with a prologue, narrated 
in a grave rumble by Depp, that reveals 
the origin of the Collins curse. Leaving 
Liverpool, a still-mortal Barnabas arrives 
with his parents in Colonial-era Maine, 
where they build a commercial empire 
and establish the family seat, Collinwood 
Mansion. As a young man, Barnabas is 
torn between profane and sacred loves— 
with lowly servant Angelique (Eva Green) 
and hypergamous fiancée, Josette (Bella 
Heathcote), respectively—and winds up 
with neither, for the spurned Angelique 
practices black magic, hexing Josette to 
death and Barnabas to endless suffering 
as a vampire, imprisoned in a chained-up 
coffin and buried (eternally) alive. 

The bulk of Dark Shadows takes place 
in 1972, after Barnabas has been acci- 
dentally exhumed. Dazzled by paved 
roads and McDonald’s, Barnabas arrives 
at a half-ruined Collinwood to take 
his place at the head of what remains 
of his family—matriarch and distant 
cousin Elizabeth (Michelle Pfeiffer); 
her son and useless heir, Roger (Jonny 
Lee Miller, channeling John Saxon); his 
teenaged sister, Carolyn (Chloé Moretz); 
and Roger’s troubled, motherless child, 
David (Gulliver McGrath), haunted by 
Mommy’s ghost. To deal with David’s 
issues, two additional members of the 
household have been acquired: psy- 
chiatrist Dr. Hoffman (Helena Bonham 
Carter) and governess Victoria, a spit- 
ting image of Barnabas’ lost love (also 
played by Heathcote). A less-welcome 


familiar face is the magnate who has 
ruined the Collins’ fame and fortune 
through the decades—none other than 
the eternal Angelique. 

This is a platoon of a cast, few of 
whom have time to make much of an 
impression as, in less than two hours, 
Burton’s Dark Shadows must distill the 
essence of a 1,225-episode story arc 
(recently released by MPI Home Video 
on 131 DVDs!). If the actors’ shticks leave 
only faint impressions, the art direction 
by Burton stalwart Rick Heinrichs reli- 
ably stamps itself on the imagination, his 
Collinwood Mansion a masterpiece of 
ornamental fretwork, octopi chandeliers 
and hidden passageways. 

More than its Gothic tropes, though, 
Burton’s Dark Shadows is committed 
to fish-out-of-water material—culture- 
clash humor that rummages through 
the collective thrift-store memory of the 
’70s. The film’s best moment features 
a cameo-ing Alice Cooper, performing 
“The Ballad of Dwight Fry” in Col- 
linwood’s Great Hall, tying together 
Barnabas and Cooper as kindred icons 
of heroic, morose theatricality against 
square “silent majority”-era America. 

More frequently, this Dark Shadows 
relies on slow-pitch, wasn’t-the-past- 
dumb humor: The 1970s are lampooned 
for macramé art and inane pothead con- 
versation, Love Story and lava lamps and 
the Steve Miller Band. The 1770s are 
held to ridicule through Barnabas’ florid 
language, Romantic agony and droit du 
seigneur chauvinism. Significantly, the 
screenplay is by Seth Grahame-Smith, 
author of such “mash-up” novels as 
Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter, soon 
to be a major motion picture produced 
by Burton; the popularity of the best- 
sellers’ novelty concept proves our 
creatively anemic present ain’t none too 
smart neither. 

In the midst of all this is an unusu- 
ally dandy bit of dress-up from Depp, 
weaving his elongated Nosferatu fingers 
through the air, recalling an exchange in 
1994’s Ed Wood. (“Bela, how do you do 
that?” “You must be double-jointed. And 
you must be Hungarian.”) Ed Wood is by 
far Depp and Burton’s best collaboration, 
exhibiting the balance of tone between 
kitsch parody and zealous fantasy that’s 
missing in Dark Shadows—less a resur- 
rection than a clumsy desecration.

THE AVENGERS At the start of the 
Marvel superhero supergroup flick, 
the Tesseract—a powerful glowing 
cube that fell to the ocean floor after 
Captain America (Chris Evans) liber- 
ated it from the Nazis in his movie last 
summer—is captured by Loki (Tom 
Hiddleston), brother of demigod Thor 
(Chris Hemsworth) and villain of 2011's 
Thor. Ass-kicking Girl Friday Natasha 
Romanoff (Scarlett Johansson) and 
eye-patched S.H.I.E.L.D. agent Nick 
Fury (Samuel L. Jackson) gather a 
motley crew to get it back, including 
Tony Stark/lron Man (Robert Downey 
Jr), Bruce Banner/Hulk (Mark Ruffalo), 
Captain A., and Thor. Writer/director 
Joss Whedon first showed his talent 
for long-form storytelling in TV's Buffy 
the Vampire Slayer. On The Avengers’ 
comparatively minute canvas, Whedon 
effectively creates a sketch of a work- 
ing universe, but the most Whedon- 
esque parts of the script are the flippant 
wisecracks that the fucked-up superhe- 
roes toss off as knee-jerk self-defense 
in life-or-death situations. What worked 
as the cool diffusion of stakes in Buffy 
here underlines the lack of suspense 
to the mission: We never get the sense 
that any of the heroes might not survive 
to snark again. The four main male 
Avengers at least combine to form a 
varied gallery of masculine neurosis. 
The women fare less well: Gwyneth 
Paltrow's Pepper Potts has just one 
dialogue scene.

THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 


The British have practically cornered 
the multiplex’s senior demo (think 
Waking Ned Devine and Calendar 

Girls) and look to be continuing the run 
with The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel, a 
recent hit with the U.K.’s aging boomer 
set, now stateside. Reliable middlebrow 
craftsman John Madden (Shakespeare 
in Love) makes neat work of Deborah 
Moggach’s novel about a group of 
disparate British retirees lured—for 
cut-rate surgery, low-overhead living, or 
reasons they hope to keep private—to 
the Indian subcontinent, where they find 
themselves together under the roof of 
the titular hotel. The cast is led by Dame 
Judi Dench as a long-sheltered widow 
looking to stand on her own two feet. 
Marigold Hotel has that oh-so-tactful 
British touch, the seeming result of an 
industry-wide gentleman's agreement 
never to go too far. The material is ribald 
but, of course, never crude and sewn 
with “Life begins at 60” affirmations; 
the plot twists are about as venerable 
as the cast and predictably affecting 
when performed with such old-hand 
proficiency. Although the film is over- 
extended by a few plotlines too many, 
you'll look forward to Tom Wilkinson's 
turn as a retired high court judge who 
still goes fluttery over the memory of 

an affair from schoolboy days and 

Bill Nighy as a shy, ineffably decent 
man, quietly surprised by how nimble

comedy The Cabin in the Woods, writ- 
ers Joss Whedon and Drew Goddard 
(who also directs) have created an 
intricate design that makes the film 
nearly impossible to talk about without 
giving away surprises. The basic setup, 
the talk-about-able part, and the movie 
ostensibly being sold to audiences, is 

a group of five college kids that goes 
up to a remote cabin in the woods for 

a weekend of hijinks. They are a near- 
perfect collection of stereotypes/arche- 
types of their genre—the jock, the party 
girl, the nice girl, the joker/stoner, and 
the black guy—each there to subvert/ 
upend expectations. Amid their initial 
bit of partying, they find an assortment 
of creepy paraphernalia in the cellar 
and soon find themselves under attack. 
The poster for the film is a small cabin 
twisted into sections in the manner of a 
Rubik's Cube, correctly implying that the 
story is set someplace more than just a 
simple secluded retreat and that there 
are most definitely people working the 
gears. Whedon and Goddard attempt 
to honor, send up, and advance genre 
conventions simultaneously. Sometimes 
it works. But too often the film wants 

it both ways, trying to make the audi- 
ence have a genuine reaction while at 
the same time never letting go of the 
self-conscious acknowledgement of 
how it is leading the audience to that 
response. Cabin does pull off some neat 
tricks of narrative realignment; other 
screenwriters will be impressed. But 

a film created simply for the sake of 
regarding its own genre smarts is a hol-

CHIMPANZEE Disneynature’s latest 


Earth Day release hunkers down in 

an Ivory Coast rain forest, taming its 
beasts-in-the-wild raw material into 

a family-friendly (though not totally 
sugarcoated) heroes-and-villains 
adventure, as did the brand's previous 
film, African Cats. Chimpanzee follows 
energetic young primate Oscar, still 
reliant on his mother, Isha, for food and 
protection. Conflict arrives via a fruit- 
and-nut-based turf war: Local alpha 
male Freddy leads his charges against 
an enemy faction of chimps, headed 

by the sinister-sounding Scar (echoes 
of Mouse House favorite The Lion 
King). During one interclan dustup, Isha 
goes missing, leaving Oscar to fend 

for himself. Strictly from a nature-doc 
angle, Chimpanzee is impressive stuff. 
Directors Alastair Fothergill and Mark 


Linfield get up close as the chimps go 
about their daily routines (grooming one 
another, cracking open nuts, hunting 
monkeys); the filmmakers also nicely 
depict their animal subjects’ domain 
through occasional teeming-forest 
time-lapse and sweeping views above 
the canopy. The burden of massag- 

ing the natural-habitat footage into 

an intelligible rival-families narrative, 
though, falls to the voiceover script. 
Throughout, narrator Tim Allen shuttles 
between a jokey primer on chimp 
society and a basic play-by-play during 
the more action-packed scenes—the 
constant stream of explanation often 
detracts from the heart-of-the-jungle 
sights and sounds. (G) Benjamin 
Mercer.

DARLING COMPANION “Animals are 


such agreeable friends—they ask no 
questions, they pass no criticisms,” 
George Eliot once wrote. That's certainly 
the appeal of Freeway, a stray mutt 
rescued by Beth Winter (Diane Keaton), 
unhappily married to overweening, 
distant surgeon Joseph (Kevin Kline) 

in Darling Companion. The handsome 
pooch is also the only appealing aspect 
of the latest tale of privileged boomer 
pulse-taking from Lawrence Kasdan, 
who co-wrote the script with his wife, 
Meg (they last collaborated in 1991's 
Grand Canyon). When, early on, the dog 
goes missing at the Winters’ Colorado 
vacation home—where they have just 
hosted the wedding of their younger 
daughter, Grace (Elisabeth Moss)—his 
absence cues frequently unendur- 

able scenes of recriminations. Beth 
blames the hound’s disappearance on 
her husband, who was distracted by a 
work phone call while walking Freeway, 
and he accuses her of neurosis and 

not loving him enough. Added to the 
marital-woes cacophony is the mumbo 
jumbo uttered by resort caretaker 
Carmen (Ayelet Zurer), a Roma psychic 
who often begins each sentence with, 
“My people have a saying...” The 
Winters form a search party with wed- 
ding guests who stayed behind, includ- 
ing Joseph's sister (Dianne Wiest), 

her boyfriend (Richard Jenkins), and 
her son (Mark Duplass). In their heal- 
ing treks through the woods, feelings 
are processed, snobbery leveled, and 
happiness restored. (PG-13) Melissa 
Anderson.

to frustrating superficiality in First 
Position, a glossy documentary about 
a multicultural collection of young bal- 
let dancers striving to secure awards, 
scholarships, and job contracts at 

the prestigious annual Youth America 
Grand Prix. Director Bess Kargman 
adheres to a now-familiar template in 
which glib portraits of various talented 
kids from around the world provide 
human-interest background for the 
central competition, which in this 
instance is a vital gateway to an adult 
artistic career. From adopted Sierra 
Leone orphan Michaela and Colombian- 
born Joan Sebastian to military-family 
prodigy Aran and brother-sister duo 
Jules and Miko, Kargman’s subjects 
are a uniformly gifted and engaging 
group. However, their home lives and 
struggles with a variety of relevant 
issues—racism, peer discrimina- 

tion born from gender stereotypes, 
injuries, anorexia, and the personal 
and monetary sacrifices made by both 
children and their parents to chase 
this dream—are given little more than 
cursory lip service. The result is a film 
that eschews in-depth insight in favor 
of easily digestible who's-going-to- 
win suspense, a tack that's aided by 
Kargman’s rather poignant (and visually 
graceful) evocation of pre-performance 
anxiety but ultimately leaves the mate- 
rial feeling deflated once the winners 
emerge.

THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT The 


Five-Year Engagement is as comfy and 
cute as the bunny costume Tom (Jason 
Segel, who co-scripted with director 
Nicholas Stoller) wears at the New 
Year's Eve party where he first meets 
Violet (Emily Blunt). The movie opens in 
San Francisco, on their one-year anni- 
versary, the night Tom proposes. They 
postpone the wedding so that they can 
get settled at the University of Michigan, 
where Violet has just been accepted 

to do postdoc research—an adjust- 
ment period that involves lame gags 
with snow and the lack of classy restos 
worthy of sous-chef Tom’s skills. While 
he makes Reubens at Zingerman’s 

deli, Violet thrives under the academic 
mentorship of Welsh charmer Winton 
(Rhys Ifans). When her postdoc is 
extended, Tom's deepening misery at 
being stuck in the Wolverine State 
culminates in extracurricular drunken 
kisses, an amputated big toe, and the 
couple's decision to call it quits—with 
about 45 minutes to fill before the pre- 
ordained conclusion. Occasionally, the 
dialogue in The Five-Year Engagement 
might sound like something an adult 
audience member has once thought 

or uttered. “| wanna be alone with you 
here,” Tom pouts to Violet after they've 
had a fight, and she gets out of bed 

to respect his request for momentary 
solitude. This fleeting acknowledgment 
of the come-here-go-away dynamic of 
most romantic relationships, serves as 
the film’s most insightful look at attach- 
ment at any cost. The rest is much like 
the doughnuts that Violet uses as a key 
prop in a research experiment: stale and 
not good for you. (R) Melissa Anderson.

THE LUCKY ONE The Lucky One is the 


seventh movie based on a Nicholas 
Sparks book—two more are currently 
in pre-production—and, well, it's no 
Notebook. In fact, it's the most leaden 
of the bunch. Zac Efron stars as U.S. 
Marine Sergeant Logan Thibault, who's 
on his third tour of Iraq as the film 
opens. After a firefight, Logan is rest- 
ing by a truck when something in the 
dirt catches his eye: a photo of pretty 
girl standing near a lighthouse. Just 
as Logan walks over to pick it up, a 
mortar round blows up his truck. Close 
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call! That photo becomes Logan's 
lucky charm, and when his tour ends, 
he sets out to find the girl. Faster than 
you can say Google, Logan locates 

the lighthouse in Louisiana, and soon 
enough is shaking hands with Beth 
(Taylor Schilling), his blond talisman. 
Love stories of this type are all about 
failed communication, and so it is that 
before he can explain about the photo, 
Beth has mistaken Logan for a job 
applicant, and hired him to work at the 
gorgeous, farm-like pet kennel she runs 
with the grandmother who raised her 
(Blythe Danner). Lust does eventually 
win out, Efron’s shirt finally (!) comes 
off and he and Schilling feign PG-13 
ecstasy. But no amount of back arching 
can make us believe there's real heat 
rising between these two. Onscreen 
chemistry between actors is a mysteri- 
ous thing—100 years into cinema, it 
remains the one story element that 
Hollywood can’t fake. (PG-13) Chuck

MONSIEUR LAZHAR A blanket of 


white covers Montreal inside and out 
in Monsieur Lazhar, the understated, 
affecting Canadian drama recently 
nominated for a Best Foreign Film 
Oscar. The schoolyard where Alice 
(Sophie Nelisse) and Simon (Emilien 
Neron) exchange their usual morning 
jabs is capped with snow, and their 
classroom is filled with bright winter 
light. Within the first minutes of the film, 
the brisk, clean-aired comfort of that 
light is cut by an incongruous moment 
of darkness, and the rest of writer/ 
director Philippe Falardeau’s fourth fea- 
ture charts the resulting wave of grief 
as it breaks across a school community. 
Alice and Simon's class gets a new 
coat of paint and a new teacher—the 
monsieur of the title (Mohamed Fellag), 
a mysterious Algerian emigrant—as 
the school attempts to cope (with an 
incident I'd rather not give away). 
Falardeau meshes Lazhar's secrets and 
the hidden turbulence of the situation 
he has stepped into with a sensitivity 
that lifts the story out of refugee cliche. 
Nelisse, with her tough, Courtney Love 
puss, and Neron’s portrayal of a boy's 
well-defended torment are extraordi- 
nary, as is the film's realization of the 
small, temporary world that surrounds 
them. Hitting upon that kind of specific- 
ity—of a moment and its emotion— 
makes for strong memories and a really 
great movie. (PG-13) Michelle Orange.

THE RAVEN At the height of his literary 


fame, Edgar Allan Poe, who popularized 
cryptography in his story “The Gold 
Bug,” was so renowned as a code- 
breaker that his public would eagerly 
submit encoded messages for the writer 
to cipher. The Raven, which stars John 
Cusack as Poe, his goatee the least of 
the film's historical liberties, imagines 

a variation on this reader-meet-author 
game of wits. In Baltimore, 1849—the 
place and time of Poe's death—a 

serial killer puts out a challenge to the 
dissipated Poe, committing murders 
copycatted from his Tales, each crime 
scene containing a clue to string the 
author along to the next fresh atrocity. 
Poe's tenuous social position is glossed 
over—the screenplay, by Ben Livingston 
and Hannah Shakespeare, insists on 
making Poe just a regular lusty all- 
American fella at heart, overfond of a 
drink, perhaps, but committed to his pet 
raccoon, Carl (!), and to winning fair 
Emily Hamilton (Alice Eve), the belle of 
Baltimore, away from her wealthy but 
philistine father (Brendan Gleeson). 

All trace of Poe or his time is quickly 
lost. Director James McTeigue might 
have salvaged something by taking the 
trashiness of the material at face value, 
but instead delivers a film wedged 
uncomfortably between self-serious 
period-piece solemnity—Cusack is 


clearly committed to the part, but work- 
ing in a vacuum—and slavering sadism.

SALMON FISHING IN THE YEMEN The 


kind of benign, swooningly humanist 
crowd-pleaser Lasse Hallstrom (The 
Cider House Rules, Chocolat) could 
make in his sleep (and by this point, 
possibly does), Salmon Fishing in the 
Yemen mostly sacrifices the political 
satire and epistolary structure of Paul 
Torday's source novel in favor of cute, 
if strained, rom-com shenanigans. If 
you're not getting enough of that from 
network TV, this movie's for you. Salmon 
Fishing, which sets up its premise and 
expectations in the title, concerns 
London fisheries specialist Fred Jones 
(Ewan McGregor), who's tasked by 

the prime minister's flack (Kristin Scott 
Thomas) to export British salmon to a 
Yemeni river at the request of a sheikh 
(Amr Waked) with a jones for fly-fishing. 
The sheikh’s real estate assistant (Emily 
Blunt) tags along to help and, in the 
process, entices the unhappily married 
Jones into romance and Hallstrom-ian 
self-actualization. The first section of 
the film deploys chipper barbs at the 
expense of career bureaucrats, which 
is funny and effective—Scott Thomas, 
who brings the raunch, is particularly 
good—but once McGregor and Blunt 
start dissecting their complicated 
feelings for each other, things turn 
unexpectedly dire. They're a ridicu- 
lously attractive and likable couple, but 
Hallstrom overwhelms them (and the 
lush Scottish and Moroccan locations, 
and us) with his customary brand of 
lightweight heavy-handedness. (PG-13)

SOUND OF MY VOICE Twentysomething 


Silver Lake couple Peter (Christopher 
Denham) and Lorna (Nicole Vicius) 
talk their way into an unnamed cult 
that meets to follow the teachings of 
the enigmatic Maggie (Brit Marling). 

A glowing blonde dressed in white 
shrouds with a respirator as an acces- 
sory, Maggie claims to have been born 
in 2030 and mysteriously transported 
to the present day to prepare a chosen 
few for an end-times civil war 45 years 
into the future. Lorna and Peter, both in 
search of direction, think they've found 
it in surreptitiously making a docu- 
mentary exposing Maggie as a fraud. 
Co-written by director Zal Batmanglij 
and star Marling, Sound of My Voice 
has the hallmarks of the uninspired 
micro-budget calling card. The bland, 


jittery visual “realism” can’t counteract 
overheated performances of tin-eared 
dialogue, which strain for pulp but often 
land at soap. Still, an unusual ambition 
shines through: The film is interwoven 
with low-key, almost subliminal jokes 
about life in Los Angeles and particu- 
larly the shadows of the entertainment 
industry populated by those whose 
main “talents” are a willingness to 
deceive and to believe. The 86-minute 
feature was originally conceived as a 
Web serial—which seems like a more 
natural format for Voice’s episodic 
withhold/reward structure and lo-fi aes- 
thetics. Within the realm of Web video, 
Sound of My Voice would be so much 
richer than its competition. But barely 
cinematic enough to fill the space 

of the big screen, the film ultimately 
feels like a teaser prologue for some- 
thing that doesn’t yet exist. (R) Karina 
Longworth.

THINK LIKE A MAN As 2009's dismal 


He's Just Not That Into You showed, 
about the only draw of movies based 
on relationship-advice books—bloated 
with plot thickets propelled by depress- 
ing heterosexual-coupling stratagems 
and counterattacks that would make 
even Sun Tzu weep with exhaustion—is 
watching a few talented performers 
make do with the worst. Based on 
Original King of Comedy and Family 
Feud host Steve Harvey's self-help 
primer Act Like a Lady, Think Like a 
Man, this adaptation by Tim Story 
(Fantastic Four) often plays like a book 
on tape: The women characters, advis- 
ing one another about 90-day rules 
and “controlling the cookie,” begin 
their lines with, “As Steve Harvey says 
." and the author himself (who also 
executive produced) frequently pops 
up, directly addressing the camera 
and quoting himself. When the male 
counterparts of four dyads—one 
long-term couple plus three sets of 
daters—realize their girlfriends have 
been putting Harvey's words into action, 
they strike back with calculations of 
their own, the manipulations appar- 
ently laying the groundwork for fulfilling 
relationships based on trust and open 
communication. Enduring a day-long 
session of couples’ therapy is more fun 
(and flies by faster) than this film, but 
relief is found whenever Michael Ealy, 
as a caterer trying to impress Taraji P. 
Henson’s class-conscious CEO, and the 
redoubtable ham Jenifer Lewis, mother 
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to a worshipful son, are on-screen. (PG-

THE THREE STOOGES For Bobby 
and Peter Farrelly, the low-comic 
connoisseurs whose brand name- 
establishing debut was 1994’s Dumb 
and Dumber, this antic, dozen-years- 
in-the-making Three Stooges feature 
must be a labor of love tantamount to 
Mel Gibson filming his Passion. The 
Holy Trinity of knockabout numbskull 
comedy—fritz-haloed Larry, yipping 
lummox Curly, and bowl-cut fascist 
Moe—are introduced as they're 
ditched on the steps of an orphanage. 
Twenty-five years later, they've grown 
up to resemble, respectively, television 
comics Sean Hayes, Will Sasso, and 
Chris Diamantopoulos, unleashed on 
the unsuspecting world when the only 
home the unclaimed foundlings have 
known is threatened with foreclosure.

The trusty old emergency-fundraising 
plot (see: the Farrellys’ Kingpin) is just 
a handy rack to hang gags on, and the 
leads acquit themselves in the physical 
comedy, resurrecting shtick honed on 
a thousand-and-one vaudeville stages, 
and recreated in as many playgrounds. 
Never accused of being visual stylists, 
the Farrellys shoot with a straightfor- 
ward clarity that approximates the 
rudimentary, slightly-shabby feel of the

Beyond some CGl-augmented 
violence, the biggest concession to 
updating the Stooges for the 21st cen- 
tury is a subplot that lands Moe ona 
reality TV show, identifying the Stooges’ 
contribution to our pop-culture as part 
of an ongoing tradition of tone-lowering 
public jackassery.

Hot, Hot, Hot! 


ow that I’m wading into my 
N 40s, one of my favorite pastimes 
is to drone on and on about 

how much better everything was 
when I was a kid. It’s incred- 
ibly fun pointing out how 
much cooler and smarter 
we all were, how we had 
way better music, film, 
television and art (and 
how no one went 
gender-Nazi on the 
children)—especially 
in the 1970s. Sure, 
it’s the old-lady- 
glossing-over-the- 
past cliché, and 
I don’t give a wit 
because I’m certain 
I’m right even 
if, okay, a few be 
amazing modern » 
things still crop 
up every now and 
again (read: the 
Banana Bunker). 

The genera- 
tions that have 
come after my 
own Gen X (the 
one that never 
started a single 
war—on women 
or foreigners— 
and never sent 
pictures of genitals 
to others in middle 
school) can argue 
with me all they 
want, and while they may gain an inch 
of ground here or there, the one area 
in which I will always win any genera- 
tional argument is album-cover art. 

Everyone who’s older than 40 and 
younger than 80 knows that album art 
(the 12 inches of cardboard that encased 
your plastic recording disk) reigned 
from the late 1960s through the early 
’80s, and they will happily talk you into 
acoma reminiscing about their favorite 
covers. Album art during this period was 
so creative, in fact, it could actually end 
up defining a music group, such as John 
Pasche’s 1970 illustration of lips and 
tongue for the Rolling Stones and Andy 
Warhol’s Velvet Underground banana; it 
could even win the artist a Grammy (see 
Supertramp’s Breakfast In America). 

Album-cover art made a huge impres- 
sion on our culture. So, when I walked 
into “Girls, Girls, Girls” the JoAnne Art- 
man Gallery’s exhibit of new work by Bel- 
gium-born painter Anja Van Herle, I was 
instantly toppled by high-gloss, mono- 
lithic models sporting bubble shades, 
Rocky Horror red lips and slick-lined 
hair styles. I was also sure I’d seen them 
before, and after I rattled my brain, it 
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ANJA VAN HERLE, MONAR' 


finally came to me: Alberto Vargas’ album 
cover for the Cars’ Candy-O (1979), which 
featured an incredibly shapely chick in a 
see-through black leotard sprawled across 
the top of a Ferrari. Hot, hot, hot. 

Van Herle’s women, while probably less 
loose than Miss Candy-O, are often quite 
as provocative, even if they aren’t much 
like the regular Vargas pinup girls; they’re 
kind of what might result if Miss Candy-O 
and Patrick Nagel birthed a sassy classy, 
headstrong daughter. Comparisons aside, 
Van Herle has created an iconic, lusty 
line of images that both connects to the 
rock/pop/punk styles of bygone eras and 
emerges modern and untouched by the 
treads of time, which means it already 
possesses cultural resonance. 
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Anja Van Herle’s ‘Girls, Girls, Girls’ makes us want to rock

What makes this series so impres- 
sive can also be attributed to the artist’s 
technique: Though the images look 
airbrushed, they are actually cre- 
ated by incredibly fine brush 
strokes. Content-wise, each 
woman shares similar 
features—most are raven- 
haired, all are thin and 
perfect with average- 

sized breasts—so it’s 

their accouterments 

that truly distin- 
guish them. Many 
have ’60s-era mod 
or bob haircuts; 

the makeup is 

decidedly ’80s; 

and garments 

such as a leopard- 
print, French-cut, 
one-piece bathing 
suit firmly anchor us 
in that glam decade. 
There are touches

and Mrs. Kisses, 
both images of a 
woman whose neck is covered in female 
lipstick prints. Miss Daisy gives us a 
more vintage flapper gal, except her very 
short go-go dress and monster-sized 
daisy-head background toss her forward 
into the Twiggy era. Then there’s a piece 
completely unlike the others, and it’s 
definitely the most stunning: Monarchy 
of Butterflies, in which a wild-haired girl 
wearing silver-striped stockings sits in a 
portal while dozens of glittery gray but- 
terflies spill into the air around her. 

Other pieces move into extreme close- 
up, such as the full-faced Zip It (featuring 
a cloth zipper opening over the eyes of 
the model), and are ready-made for some 
rock & rollers to snap up for their next 
album cover. After all, while Van Herle 
probably takes her art very seriously, we 
can’t help but admit it’s super-fun for the 
rest of us. Is there a difference between 
mass marketing and mass appeal? Abso- 
lutely, and here’s hoping she gets both.

Battling his own disease, Pearl Jam’s Mike Cready 
raises funds the fun way with Flight to Mars

or the past 21 years, Mike 
E McCready has provided the flair 

to Pearl Jam’s sound. Blending ele- 
ments of classic rock, blues and metal, 
McCready is responsible for two of 
Guitar World’s 100 Greatest Guitar Solos 
(Pearl Jam classics “Alive” and “Yellow 
Ledbetter”), while Rolling Stone named 
him and fellow riffmeister Stone Gossard 
to its list of Top 20 New Guitar Gods. 

In 2003, McCready and a few friends 
formed Flight to Mars, a tribute to ’70s 
hard rockers UFO. Having been a fan 
of UFO since his days in his first outfit, 
Shadow, it made sense to honor the Brit- 
ish quartet. “We all loved UFO growing 
up here in Seattle,” McCready says. 

“T gravitated toward [lead guitarist] 
Michael Schenker, who I thought was a 
killer player.” 

Each year, Flight to Mars raise cash 
and awareness for Crohn’s and Colitis 
Foundation of America (CCFA). At 21, 
McCready was diagnosed with Crohn’s 
disease, an intestinal condition that 
causes abdominal pain, diarrhea (which 
may be bloody if inflammation is at its 
worst), vomiting (which can be continu- 
ous) and weight loss. One of the most 
frustrating aspects of Crohn’s is that 
it’s impossible to predict embarrassing 
flare-ups, which is one of the reasons the 
guitarist didn’t go public with his condi- 
tion until 2002. 

For the past decade, the 46-year-old 
McCready, the only person who has 
been on the cover of both Rolling Stone 
and Crohn’s Advocate, has embraced 
being the famous face of the disease. 


He’s active in the northwest chapter 
of the CCFA, donating both time and 
funds to the nonprofit foundation, 
which provides education to millions 
who suffer from the ailments and 
has raised more than $150 million for 
Crohn’s and colitis research. 

With the Seattle gigs selling out for 
the past nine years, McCready decided 
to honor the band’s 10-year anniversary

by embarking on their first tour. 

“The goal is for this tour to raise some 
awareness for Crohn’s and colitis,” he 
says. “Lots of times, people don’t real- 
ize they have it or why they have pain. 
Twenty-five years ago, people weren’t 
talking about it.” 

Performing on the West Coast in 
smaller venues such as the Observatory 
in Santa Ana and the Troubadour in Los 
Angeles allows McCready to introduce 
Flight to Mars to new audiences while 
also giving Pearl Jam fans the opportunity 
to see him in an intimate setting. While 
you shouldn’t expect the group to play 
Pearl Jam songs, that doesn’t mean he 
won't invite some of his famous friends to 
jam with the group, especially in Southern 
California. “I have a lot of friends here, so 
there will be a few surprises,” he says. 


McCready says he is surprised but not 
shocked that the project, which started 
out as a few friends jamming together, 
is going strong. The idea of eventu- 
ally recording a proper UFO tribute 
album has been kicked around, which 
McCready hasn’t ruled out, but for now, 
the only way for fans outside Seattle to 
see the band is to check them out on 
this upcoming tour. 

Looking back, McCready says, none of 
this would have happened without the 
support of his wife, Ashley. 

“She pushed me to start talking about 
it, and we looked for an organization 
that [deals] with Crohn’s,” he says. “I’ve 
found that it’s been incredibly healing to 
meet and talk to people who have this. I 
feel like I’m at a point in my life where I 
can be proactive and solution-oriented.” 

With Pearl Jam heading to Europe 
this summer and, at latest word, with 
two southeastern festival dates slated 
for the U.S. (in addition to the band’s 
other members working on solo or 
other projects), the timing couldn’t 
have worked out better for a Flight to 
Mars tour. 

“Be ready for a great ’70s rock show,” 
he says. “It’s going to be fun. There’s 
going to be good energy, so come out and 
don’t be afraid to enjoy yourself.”

leave for tour in two days. And I'm not 

ready. Again. You'd think that after touring 
for about a decade now, I'd have the whole 
“getting ready for tour” thing fairly dialed-in 
at this point.

weather conditions, such as toiletries and 
underwear. But that doesn’t keep me from 
mulling over taking less of things | will need 
just so | can stuff another jacket or two 
more pairs of shoes that | might need every 
time | pack my suitcase. | must be a slow 
learner. And even after packing my suitcase 
so thoroughly that it's literally bursting at the 
zipper, | always, ALWAYS forget something 
essential. Ah, yes, a toothbrush would have 
been nice. Six weeks without a phone char- 
ger? Not gonna work. One shoe? Really? 


3. Procrastination. Got a ton of stuff to 

do? Sounds like the perfect time to read a 
lengthy piece on catchers framing pitches 
over at Baseball Prospectus and fall into a 
giant wormhole of baseball stats. Why not 
try to squeeze in some hoops up in Venice 
tomorrow? How about we re-string that bari- 
tone guitar that'll sit in your room for the next 
six weeks while you're on the road playing 
drums. That seems productive. Ooh, | know 
... let's make another list. Did | really just do 
nothing for an hour? Again? And that's that. 


Now, if you'll excuse me, I've got another 
list to make.

Oaxacan rapper Mare steps forward on the mic

responds to the context in which 

it was created,“ says Mare Adver- 
tencia Lirika—or Mare, as she’s known 
professionally. “In my case, coming from 
indigenous roots, my music is the voice 
that speaks to this context.” 

In Oaxaca, Mexico, where Mare makes 
her home, responding to her surround- 
ings takes on an urgent meaning, as, in the 
past decade, the southern Mexican state 
has become an epicenter for indigenous 
and popular struggle against economic 
injustice—and hip-hop has evolved to 
become a soundtrack to that struggle. 

Her song “,Cuantos Mas?” (“How 
Many More?”) is a prime example, decry- 
ing the impunity with which 26 people, 
including those associated with Popu- 
lar Assembly of the Peoples of Oaxaca 
(APPO), were killed by paramilitary and 
police forces during a 2006 uprising that 
captured international attention. That 
year, a teachers’ strike crystallized into all- 
out tumult demanding direct democracy 
and the ouster of Ulises Ruiz Ortiz, the 
violently repressive then-governor of the 
Institutional Revolutionary Party (PRI). 

Well before the dramatic rebellion, 
Mare’s journey through music began as a 
young girl. “I sang in the choir at school,” 
she says, reminiscing about singing tradi- 
tional music at a recital. “Although I like 
all music in general, I became interested 
in hip-hop about 14 years ago—first with 
graffiti, and later with the rap that was 
being produced in Mexico that interested 
me much more.” She formally began her 
foray into the genre in 2003 as a member 
of a rap group, but she has since gone 
solo. Over the years, she has shared the 
stage with acts such as Cuba’s Krudas 
Cubensi, Argentina’s Alika and East Los 
Angeles’ own Delinquent Habits. 

With Zapotec blood coursing through 
her veins, Mare espouses socially con- 
scious, feminist-inspired lyrics, eschewing 
individualism in favor of more communal 


G | believe music is universal, and it 


values. Consistent with her ethos, she is 
also a part of Mexico’s Mujeres Traba- 
jando (Women At Work) hip-hop col- 
lective. The group emerged in 2009 and 
includes Mexican rappers such as Jezzy 
P and Ximbo, in addition to artists in the 
fields of graffiti, beat making and break- 
ing. As with anything Mare involves her- 
self with, the collective aims to develop 
women’s talents, the goal being full and 
equal participation in the artistic and 
working sectors of Mexican society. 

Harnessing their talents, Mujeres Tra- 
bajando issued a compilation album. With 
its critical lyrics of female empowerment, 
Mare’s “;Que Mujer!” (“What a Woman!”) 
is a fitting addition—as well as the title of 
her 2010 EP. “This is the first solo mate- 
rial that I’ve put out,“ she says of the 
seven-song effort. “The theme is everyday 
life. These are stories I have seen, experi- 
enced and lived, some more personal, but 
also stories that can be from anyone else.” 

On her current tour in the United 
States, she is accompanied by Simon 
Sedillo, a filmmaker and activist who is 
promoting a new documentary about the 
rapper. Cuando Una Mujer Avanza (When 
a Woman Steps Forward) features stylish 
music videos coupled with a portrait of 
Mare’s unique life. “In this documentary, 
we tried to tell a story that shows the 
reality of many women in Oaxaca, things 
that we deal with on a day-to-day basis 
such as the church, sexism, social move- 
ments and much more,” she says. 

On Mare’s travels through the States, 
she has also gained some perspective. “I 
have seen various sides to hip-hop here,” 
she says. “I have learned so much, not only 
about hip-hop, but also about the very dif- 
ferent social context that is lived here.”

echnically, brothers Dave Gambler and 

Danny Exito hail from the San Gabriel 
Valley, but they're in Orange County so 
much and have so many friends here—the 
Moonlight Trio, Trash Monster, all the folks 
down at Classic Tattoo—they're as much 
a part of the local scene as anybody. Their 
sound is an aggressive, intense rockabilly, 
bred from a childhood listening to Span- 
ish rockabilly bands with their father and 
learning to play cards, shoot pool and chase 
women with their grandfather, whom they 
cite as a main impetus for forming the band. 
Fresh off a scintillating collaboration EP with 
ska-punkers Viernes 13, Gamblers Mark are 
finishing up The Cho Incident, their newest 
full-length due out this summer. 


OC Weekly: Let's get this one out of the 
way: Are you a betting man? 

Dave Gambler: Yes, | like to gamble. We 
just played the Viva Las Vegas Rockabilly 
Weekender, and | almost put my guitar on 
black—thank God | saw the sign for $1.99 
steak and eggs behind our crazy dealer, 
who was robbing me. The name Gamblers 
Mark is in honor of our grandpa; he was a 
gambler and our biggest fan. Played cards 
and was a shark at the pool table—prob- 
ably where my brother gets it from. “Gam- 
blers Mark” was a song | wrote for my 
grandfather when he passed, then later, it 
became the name of the band. 

You and upright bassist Danny Exito are 
brothers. Tell me about how you two started 
jamming together? 

[It was] after | left my old band, False Idols. 
Things didn’t work out, so | decided to start 
my own band, which involved all the styles of 
music that really influenced us—rockabilly 
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being the foundation, with a twist of punk, 
surf, ska and blues. 

How/d you guys get turned on to rockabilly? 

Our dad used to play Spanish rockabilly 
when were kids, and we loved all the 
songs. Bands such as Los Rebeldes del 
Rock and Los Teen Tops... | was turned 
on to Gretsch guitars and vintage Fender 
amps. Then | heard bands such as Rever- 
end Horton Heat, the Sharks, Three Blue 
Teardrops, the Meteors and many more. 

Tell us more about your grandfather. He 
seems like an interesting dude. 

He was a big influence on me and my 
brother growing up, and a total ladies’ 
man, too. He had six wives and 13 kids. Can 
someone say player? [Laughs] Our drum- 
mer Ricky Lobos’ grandpa was a gambler, 
too; he used to bet houses in Mexico. That's 
no joke—just a gambler’s life. Freakin’ awe- 
some. I'd like to bet my house one day, but 
I'm keeping the George Foreman grill. 

Your son jams with you, too. What's the 
coolest part about playing with him? 

Yes, | have a 16-year-old son, Jacob 
Dean, who is 16 going on 25. He’s keeping 
busy recording now, selling his music to his 
friends, playing gigs as a hired musician, 
and he just laid down some guitar parts 
for our new album we just finished with 
Viernes 13. We've played a lot of shows 
together; it's pretty awesome jamming for 
2,000 people with your son. Be on the look- 
out—he’s working on his own album right 
now. I'm signing up to be his roadie. 

Are you doing Ink-N-Iron [festival] again 
this year? 

Maybe. If we do, we're throwing out 100 
of our new split EPs we just finished with 
Viernes 13, and we plan to bring a full horn 
section also. Big shout-out to our trombone 
player, Ruben, from Viernes 13 who always 
adds to our shows. | think it's ‘cause we're 
the same height. 

Who's been knocking your socks off 
locally here? 

One local band we really like right now 
are the Grims. They play some killer neo- 
psychobilly-style stuff.
